ſleight Preparations of the Shops, altogether re- 


nounced by the Spagyrical Sophiſt, Yea,it will ap- 


pear, how in time of their greateſt Ignorance they 
have adviſed their Patients to the Sumption of Mi- 
neral Waters, thereby implicitly and tacitly deno- 


- ting againſt their wills, that Natute taught them to 


be Chymiſts, if they had not been obſtinately blind- 
erthan Bats and Owls. 

Laſtly, if ſuch a Philoſophical Chymical Com- 
pany be Authorized and'Countenanced, Mecha- 
nicks will be much promoted, their Manual facul- 
ties will be more dextrouſly carried en :- The Art 
of Gilding, Painting, Writing, Artillery may be 
wound up to a higher pitch. Metals might be more 
intimately purged, refined, volatile made more 
fixed, the terre{trial parts more ſublimed, their co- 
lour and ſound exalted;thoſe friable made Ductile, 
the Ignobler proveRed, and Generous augmented. 
Mercury precipitated, coagulated, &c.. then cont- 
bined- with multiplicity: of Bodies with which it 
will ſhew variety of Shapes uſcful for -divers Me-

Antimony likewiſe technically prepared might 
be employed for the advancement of many Han- 


dycratts,.
